They have
their treasures in banks thutnever brenk
gnd will be milHonaires forever, The
stringeucy of the money market, 1 am
elid to say, begins to relax.  May the
wisdom of Alnnghty God come down
npon our national legisintare at their
convening next wonth in Washington
and sueh resalts be renclied as shall re-
store condbdepee and revive trade aud
multiply prosperities! Yot not eoly
now in the time of financinl disaster,
bt wll through life, our active business
people hove a struggle, and 1 think it
will b appropriate and nseful for me to
talk about their trinls and try to offer
solue curntive prescriptions,

OVERBURDENED BUSINESS MEN,

I the first place, 1 haw to remark that
a great many of our business men feel
ruinons trials and temptations coming to
them from smusll and limited capital in
buginess, Itis everywhere understood
that it takes now three or four times as
much to do business well as once it did.
Once a few hundred dollars were tarned
intp goods—the merchant would be his
own store sweeper, his own salesman,
his own bovkkeeper. He would manage
all the affuirs himseld, and everything
would be negprofit,. Wonderful changes
hiuve come, Uostly apparatus, extensive
advertising, exorbitant store rents, heavy
taxtution, expensive agencies, are only
parts of the demand wade upon our com-
wiercial men, and when they have found
themselves in such cirenmstances with
small capital they have sometimes been
temnpted to run agninst the rocks of mor-
al and financial destruction,

This temptation of lmited capital has
ruined men in two ways, Sometimes
they have shrunk down under the temp-
tution. They have yielded the battle
before the first shot was fired., At the
first hard gnn they surrendered. Their
knees knocked together at the fall of the
anctioneer's haminer. They blanched at
the financinl peril.  They did not under-
gtand that there 1s such a thing as bero-
ism in merchandise, and that there are
Waterloos of the counter, and that a
man can fight no braver battle with the
sword than he can with the yardstick.

Their souls melted in then beowuse
sugars were up when they wanted to
buy and down when they wanted to
soll and unsalable goods were on the
shelf and bad debts in their ledger, The
gloom of their countenances overshad.
uwed even their dry goods and grocerics,
Despondency, coming from limited capi-
tal, blusted them. Others have felt it in
a different way. They have said: “Here
1 have been trudging along. [ have bheen
trying to be honest all these years. 1 find
it is of no use. Now it is make or break,”

The small craft that could huve stood
the stream la put out beyond the light-
house on the gpeat sea of speculation.
Stocks gre the dice with whieh he gam-
bles. He .bought fox s few dollurs vast
tracts of western land. Some man at
the east living on a fat homestdad mects
this gmmnbor of fortune and is persuaded
to trade off bis estite here for lotsin a
western  city with large avennes and
costly paluces pnd lake steamers smok-
ing at the wharves and rail trains com-
ing down with lightning speed from
every dircetion. There it is all on pa-
per!  The city has never been built nor
the railroads constracted, but everything
puints that way, and the thing will be
done as sure as yon live, And that is
the process by which many have been
tempted through Hmitntion of eapital
into labyrinths from which they could
not be extricated.

lossuens, nor o i beain that will not stop

thinking. Thedeeams ars harrowed by
maginnry loss and finahed with Imagi
oary gains,  Even the Sabbath osnnot
dam back the tide of anxiety, for this
wave of worldHness danhen clear over the
churehes and leavos its fonm on Bililes
and prayer books
Meon who are living on salaries or hy
the culture of the soil cannot under
stand the wear and tear of body and
mind to which our merchants are sub-
jected when they do not know but that
their livelihood and their business honor
sre depondent upon the nncerialnties of
the next hour. This excitement of the

1 would not want to ehain honest en-
terprise. 1 wonld not want to block up
any of the avenues for houest accumula-
tion that open before young men. On
the contrary. 1 wounld like to cheer them
on and rejoice when they reach the goal,
but when there sre snch wmultitodes of
wen going to rmin for this life and the
life that is to come through wrong vo-
tions of what are lawful spheres of en.
terprise it is tho duty of miuisters of re
ligion and the friends of all young men
to utter & plain, vmphatic, nnmistakable
protest, These are the influences that
drown men in destruction und perdition.

MAKINO RASTE TO BE UCH

Again, a great many of ocur business |
wen are tempted to overanxiety and
care. You know that nearly all com-
mercial businesses are overdone in this
day. Smitten with the love of quick
gain, our eitles ave crowded with men
resolved (0 be rich at all bazards.  They
do not exre how money comes, Our best
uwrohants mre thrown into competition
and less con-

birain, this corroding care of the heart,
this strain of effort that exhausts the
spirit, sonds n great many of onr best
men in midlife to the grave. They find
that Wall street does not end at the East
river, It ends at Greenwood! Thedr life
dashed ont agrinst money safes, They
go with their store on their backs. They

trudge like cameols, sweating [rom
Aleppo to Damascens, They make their
life a crocifixion. Standing behind

desks nnd counters, banished from the
fresh alr, weighed down by earking
cares, they are g0 many suicides,

Oh, I wish | conld today rub out some of
these lines of care: that 1 could 1ift some
of the burdens from the heart; thatIconld
give relaxation to some of these worn
muscles! It is time for you to begin to
take it a little easier, Do your best, and
then trust God for the rest. Do not fret.
Grod manages all the affairs of your life,
and he manuges them for the best. Con-
gider the lilies—thoy always have robes.
Behold the fowiscl the sir—they always
have nests, Take a long breath. Be-
think betimes that God did not make
you n pack horse, Dig yonrselves ont
from among the hogsheads and the
shelves, and in the light of the holy Sab-
bath day resolve that you will give to
the winds your fears, and your fretful-
ness, und your distresses,  You bronght
nothing iuto the world, and it i8 very
certuin you can carry nothing ont. Hav-
ing food and rniment, be therewith con-
tent.

The merchunt came home from the
store, There had been great disaster
there, He opened the frout door and
said in the midst of his family eircle: ]
am ruined, Everything is gone, 1am
all ruineds”  His wife said, 1 am left,”
and the little child threw upits hands aud
said, “Papa, I amhere,” The aged grand-
mother seated in the room said, “Then
von have all the promises of God beside,
John." And he burst into tears and
said: *God forgive me that I have been
so ungriateful, [ find I have a great
many things left, God forgive me."

NEGLECT OF HOME LIFE.

Aguin, I remark that many of our
business men are tempted to negleot
their home duties. How often it is that
the store and the home scem to clash,
but there ought not to be any collision,
It is often the case that the father is the
mere treasurer of the family, a sort of
agent to see that they have dry goods
and groceries, The work of fumily gov-
ernment he does not touch, Once or
twice in a year he calls the children np
on & Sabbath afternoon when he has a
half hour he does not exactly know what
to do with, and in that half bour he dis-
ciplines the children and chides thom
and corrects their fanlts and gives them
n great deal of good advice, and then
wonders all the rest of the vear that his
children do not do better when they
have the wonderful advantage of that
semiannual castigation.

The family table, which onght to be
the place for pleasunt discussion and
chearfulness, often becomes the place of
perilons expedition. If thers be any
blessing asked at all, it is ent off at both
ends, and with the hand on the earving
knife. He counts on his fingers, making
estimates in the interstices of the repast,
The work done, the hat goes to the head,
and he starts down the street, and before
the family has rigen from the talle he
has bound up another bundle of goods
and says to the customer, “Anything
maore I can do for you today, sird"

A man has more responsibilities thap
those which are discharged by putting
competent instructors over his children
and giving them a drawing master and
music teacher, The physical eulture of
the child will not be sttended to unless
the father looks to it. He must somne
times lose his dignity, He must unlim-
ber hig joints. He must sometimes lead
them out to their sports and gunmes, The
parent who cannot forget the gevere du-
ties of life sometimes to fly the kite, and
trundle the hoop, and chase the ball,
and jump the rope with his children
onght never to bave been tempted ont
of a crusty and unredeemable solitari-
ness,

If you want to keep your children
away from places of sin, you can only
do it by making your home sttractive.
You may preach sermons and advocate
reforms and denocunce wickedness, and
yet your children will be captivated by
the glittering saloon of sin unless you
can make your home a brighter place
than any other place on earth to them.
b, gather all charms into your house!
If you can afford it, bring books and
plotares und cheerful entertainments to
the honsehold, But, above all, teach
those childrem, not by half an hour
twico & year on the Sabbath day, but
day after day, and every day teach them
that religion is a great gladness that
throws chaius of gold about the neck;
that it takes no spring from the foot, no
blithenoss from the heart, no spurkle
from the eye, no ring from the langhter,
but that “her ways are ways of pleas
sutness, and afl her paths are peace.”

I sympathize witly the work betug done
in muny of our cities by which besutiful
rooms are set apart by onr Young Men's
Christian sssociations, and | pray God
to prosper them in all things. .1
tell you, there s something back of that
and before that. We need more happy,
consecrated, cheerful Christian homes in
America.

Wiile, my friends, we do sdimit there
s such a thing as & lnwfal nse of money
- profituble nse of money—lot us
recognize also the fuctl that money can-
not entisly & man's soul: that it cannaot
glitter in the dark valley: that it cannot
pay onr fare aeross the Jordan of death:
that it cannot unlock the gate of heaven,
There are men in all occnpations who

seem to net as thongh they thought o |

puck of bonds and mortgages conld be
traded off for a title to bheaven and as
thongh gold wounld be a lawfl tender
in that place where it 18 so common thst
they make pavementsont of it. Salvation
by Uhrist is the only salvation. Treas-
ures in heaven are the only incorrupt-
ible treasures.

Have yon ever ciphered out in the
rle of loss and gain the sum, *“What
shall it profit a man if he guin the whole
world and lose his sonl?™ However fine
your apparel, the winds of death will
flutter it like rags. Homespun and a
threadbare voat have sometimes been
the rhadow of coming robes mude white
in the blood of the Lamb.

Im 1857 it was estimated that for many
years previons to thut time annually
there had been 80,000 failures in the
United States, Many of those persons
never recovered from the misfortune
Butlet e given word of comfort in
passing, The sheriff may sell you out
of many things, but there are some
things of which he cannot sell yon out.
He cannot sell out your health, He can-
not sell ont your family. He cannot scll
out your Bible, He eannot sell out yonr
{#od, He cannot sell out your, heaven,
You have more than yon have lost.

Sons and davghters of God, children
of an eternul and all loving Father,
monrn not when your proporty goes.
The world is yours, and life s yours,
and death is yours, and immortality is
yours, and thrones of imperial grandeur
are yours, snd rivers of gladness nre
yours, and shining mansions are yours,
and God is yours, The eternnl God has
sworn it, and every time yon doubt it
you charge the King of heaven and earth
with perjury. Instead of complaining
how hard you have it, go home, take up
your Bible full of promises, get down on
your knees before God and thank him
for what you have instead of spending
s0 much thne in complaining about what
you have not.
